Position of the Company. 

An attempt was made last evening to find 
out whether the People’s Gas company, which 
ig the corporation interested in the proposi- 
tion of free gas for the city, would consent 
to the “ Zimmer amendment,” but thé local 
representatives of the company said they 
could not say what would or could be done 
about the matter. It was a thing for the di- 
rectOrs to decide. 

Information from New York, however, was 
te the effect that the concession could not be 
made. The position reported to be by 
the directors of the People’s company waa; 

“ That in fixing the 8 cent rate the com- 
pany had yielded to the argument that the 
lowest possible price ought to be charged to 
the consumer. Therefore all compensation to 
the city had heen left out of the calculation, 
The cost of gas used by the municipality aver- 
aged $350,000 a year, which amounted to 
approximately 8 per cent on the gross receipts 
of the company under the old $1 price. If the 
city was willing to consent to a rate of 88 
cents a thousand cubic feet to the consumer 
then the city could have gas free, but if the 
85 cent wate was insisted on the olty must. 


Meagher and Mr. Sullivan to see him today, 
and referred to his statement as to his desire 
to get free gas for the city. 

“TIT am sorry,” he said in this statement, 
“that the Zimmer amendment was not adopt- 
ed. The city is not in a financial position to 
pay its street lighting bills, and it will work 
a hardship if it is compelled to. WhatI shall 
do in regard to the ordinance I cannot now 
say.” 

The mayor has until next Wednesday after- 
noon to make up his mind. He is being urged 
by a number of his radical friends to veto 
the ordinance, and, at the same time, the 
vote in the council] on Monday showed it 
would be passed over his veto if he did so. 
The general understanding in the city hall 
is that he would sign the ordinance If he can 
get the concessions he wants, especially the 
one of free gas for the city; that if the com- 
,panies refuse this then he will simply allow 
the ordinance to become ea law without a& 
signature. On the other hand his more prac- 
tical friends are advising him that he would 
make a political mistake to oppose the ordi- 
nance even tacitly and that he had better sign 
it anywey.

Arthur Ritter, son of Joseph Ritter, a 
painter, 1785 Wabash avenue, was the vic- 
tim.

The Ritter boy had spent the late afternoon 
and early evening with a boy friend in Six- 
teenth street, west of Wabaegh avenue. He 
left the place at a triffe after 7 o'clock, walk- 
ing east in Sixteenth street. He crossed the 
street and was about to step on the walk 
when. the auto bore down on him. 


Hits Boy; Speeds Away. 

He fell under the machine, a heavy touring 
car, and it passed serenely on northward. 

A cable train was passing north when the 
auto dashed past, and the gripman saw the 
little form lying on the pavement. The con- 
ductor ran to the boy and lifted his head. 
Soon blood began to trickle from the wounds, 
and the car men went to « telephone and 
calied the police. s 

Per up to the north were seen the rear 
lights of the speeding auto. Pennock, who 
was alone, continued his way without con- 
cern.

However, the mayor. suggested that the 
failure to include some notorious offenders 
need not be taken by them as an encour- 
aging sigh. : 

**I have revoked these seventeen licenses," 
sald the mayor, “‘on the information and 
recommendation of the chief of police. The 
law is to be strictly enforced. We shall fol- 
low this up with other revocations where 
we find it being transgressed.’’ 


Narrow Escapes for Some. 
‘How did some of the big fellows get 
away?’ the chief of police repeated in re- 
sponse to numerous queries. ‘* Because we 
did not have adequate evidence against them. 
~ “For instance, many of the complaints de- 
scribed them as being Open ten minutes 
after 1 o'clock, or five minutes after. That 
merits a reprimand and a warning, but hard- 
ly the total loss of a man’s license. There 
were a few such cases. 

“There were other instances where the 
person named, while undoubtedly running a 
disorderly resort, had no saloon license to be 
revoked. There were a number of ‘ hotels ’ 
of that description on the list—places that 
the police keep. under as strict eurveililance 
as possible. 

“Still others’ were restaurants where, so 
far as we could ascertain, the sale of liquor 
stopped at 1 o‘vlock. 

“These names were furnished by the 
state’s attorney, who went over the evi- 
dence with me and agreed with me regarding 
the seventeen places whose licenses hare 
been revoked. . He expressed himself as satis- 
fied. However, this is just the beginning so 
far as the police department is concerned. 


If I find any other saloons being run in a‘ 
disorderly fashion or keeping open after 


hours t shall send their names in to the 
mayor.” 


Police Slow to Enforce Order. 


The dilatory babits of the subordinate police 
officers were illustrated in the evening, when 
they allowed the saloons, whose licenses 
were revoked, to remain open and get the 
benefit of one more night’s sales. 

The five places on the west side, for ex- 
ample, were doing business as usual. The 
proprietor of the saloon at 299 West Madi- 
son street, A. Lagorio, was in an exception- 
ally pleasant frame of mind, considering the 
fact that he had been among those upon 
whom the mayor’s ax had fallen. There 
was a large crowd of patrons in the place 
throughout the evening, and Lagorio was 
compelled to take a place behind the bar him- 
self to help out the regular bartender. 
Through a side door in the rear men and 
women entered freely, and the sound of 
ribald songs emanating from that direction 
seemed to add to the general cheer about 
the saloon. The proprietor heaved one sigh 
and one only. 

‘“'T> think that I have escaped for several 
years and then to be caught like this,” he 
lamented. Several friendly saloonkeepers 
who had dropped in to offer consolation en- 
deavored to cheer him up in vain. 


Revelry in Nathan’s Place. 

Asif to sing his ‘“‘ swan song "’ with a proper 
climax; ‘* Joe * Nathan, proprietor of the sa- 
loon at 831 West Madison street, allowed 
more liberties than usual in the “ rear room ”’ 
connected with his place. Behind the bar- 
room, where men were served with all kinds 
of drinks, young boys and girls waltzed and 
twostepped to the music of an automatic 
piano.

ONE ALDERMAN ASKS FOR A POS- 
TAT, CARD REFERENDUM. 


Harris of the Ninth Wants His Con- 
stituents to “Vote” and Then Come 
and See Him Count Them—Pringle 
Receives Delegation of Saloonkeep- 
ers and Tells Them He Cannot 
Change His Attituade—Harding to 
Listen to Minister's Pilea. 


The $1,000 license movement shews no 
sign of abatement. Although recrucsts from 
the “noncommittals”’ for either side were 
nil. yesterday, there was every evidence, ac- 
cording to Ald. Dunn and other council lead- 
ers, that the public sentiment is making con- 
siderable headway into the convictions of the 
aldermen.

Party Lines Not Drawn. 

There ig one featuré in the demand for ap 
investigation of the eastern trunk fines— 
that is the effort to abolish party lines in 
-Gealing with the railroads. The house passed 
the rate bill practically unanimously. Every 
democrat who was in his seat voted for it, 
although it bore the names of its republican 
authors in the senate and the house. The 
senate committee is similarly split up on the 
railroad situation, and neither the repub- 
licans nor the democrats are solidly for or 
agains¥ any particular bill. 

The climax of nonpartisanship seemed to 
be capped by the letter from the republican 
governor of West Virginia, in which he ad- 
mitted that conditions in the coal regions in 
his state were such as to become a disgrace 
to the commonwealth. This letter from Gov. 
Dawson has had an immense amount of in- 
fluence. Without it Senator Tillman would 
not have been able to make much of an im- 
pression, because he has so much of the 
shotgun in his methods that he scatters all 
over the country and seldom succeeds in 
lodging a charge in a vital spot. Gov. Daw- 
son, however, hite straight from the shoulder, 
and the fact that he gave a slap in the face 
to Senator Elkins, leader of the railroad 
party in the senate, has more than delighted 
all the friends of railroad rate reform in and 
out of congress. 


Effect on the Coal Strike. 

Ordinarily the coal feature might not be 
deemed of so much Importance as it is just 
at the present time. The short haul on an- 
thracite coal to the seaboard, or on bitu- 
minous coal from West Virginia to tide water, 
is not nearly so important to the railroads or 
to the public as the transportation of the 
gteat volume of grain and meat products 
from the far west to the ocean. Just now, 
however, with a coal strike imminent, the 
laboring men themselves are particularly in- 
terested in the exposure of the methods of the 
coal roads which have put up the cost of 
carriage from the mines to the seaboard and 
which have dictated conditions in mining to 
such an extent that a really independent 
miner cannot live twenty-four hours in the 
anthracite ons because he cannot move 
his product out of the sight of his own dump 
without the consent of a coal road. 

When the last coal strike took placeat the 
outset of President Rooseveit's administra- 
tion, President Baer and the Reading rail- 
road held the key to the situation. If a 
congressional investigation discloses a con- 
dition of affairs which will justify summary 
injunction proceedings by the department of 
justice similar to those which were used so 
successfully against the Northern Securities

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—[Special.)}—

The president has reiterated 
time and time again that he will not accept 
the presidency again, and the national com- 
mittee knows his decision is final. 

It is all speculation at this time to say who 
will or will not be the presidential candidate 
of the republican party. The committee, or 
rather individual members of that bedy, have 
been talking about this matter, but they do 
not know any more than does the country 
who will be named as the standard bearer 
of the party. The président is supposed to 
be divided between Root and Taft. Neither 
of those officials is giving much attention 
to his personal ambitions save in the way 
of doing as well as he can the task intrusted 
to him. Vice President Fairbanks is work- 
ing among the states and getting a respect- 
able following. ‘The belief is strong that he 
will have a plurality of votes on the first 
call of states, whatever may be the result. 


Plans for Next Campaign.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Charles BE. Ma- 
goon, governor of the Panama canal zone, 
gave his views of canal conditions before 
the senate commitee today. He said the san- 
itary force wae well organized and that there 
has been much imprevement from a health 
point of view.

zone was considered at length. Mr. Magoon 
said that the apparent 40 per cent profit made 
by this government through the purchase 
and use of the Panamanian stamps sur- 
charged ‘‘canal zone” would not pay the 
cost of the postal service in the zone. He 
testified at length concerning land titles 
and said legislation would be necessary to 

many of them. About half of the 
land@ there are claimed by private parties.

NO.EIGHT HOUR LAW ON CANAL. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—A hearing was 
held today. before the house committee on 
public buildings and grounds on the resolu- 
tion introduced by_ Representative Sulzer of 
New York, in regard to the sale of the old 
New York custom house property. The reso- 
lution called for information as to when the 
deed was executed, where it was deposited, 
and why it has not been recorded in: New 
York county, and for other inférmation in 
connection with the sale of the property. 

Mr. Sulzer stated that the property was 
worth $6,000,000 when it was sold and is worth 
$10,000,000 now. He said that more than 
$1,000,000 already had been paid to the Na- 
tional City bank for rent. He furtherstated 
that not a dollar had been paid for the prop- 
erty by the National City bank. He declared 
that there ought to be an investigation by 
congress of the whole affair. 

Assistant Secretary Taylor of the treasury 
department replied in detail to these charges. 
He said no deed ever had been executed, 
therefore it could not be recorded. The deed 
had not been executed because the property 
was not fully paid for, and under the contract 
the National City bank was not compelled to 


the new custom house was completed. 

Mr. Taylor said the records showed that 
the property, under an act of congress, was 
offered at one time for $4,000,000, that $2,000 
was spent in advertising it in efforts to secure 
bidders, and not a bid could be secured. 
Under a second act of congress, fixing the 
minimum price at $3,000,000, the property 
was advertised in eleven New York papers, 
and the highest bid of three submitted was 
$38,265,000, or $265,000 above the amount fixed 
by congress. He further showed that the 
government, instead of having paid $1,000,000 
in rentals, had paid less than one-half that 
sum. 

Mr. Taylor stated that the transaction con- 
nected with the sale of the custom house 
property was as cheap and intelligent a 
transaction as any ever made by a public 
officer; that more than one-quarter of a 
million déliars above the amount fixed by 
congress was secured, and the money was 
turned over to the credit of the government,

Count Boni, however, fell a victim to his 
own careless indifference. The Amierican 
had no difficulty in keeping a close watch on 
the gay nobleman and to learn facts greatly 
to his disadvantage. 


Finds Incriminating Evidence. 

Finally the unostentatious American suc- 
ceeded in gaining an entrance to Count Boni’s 
“* bachelor apartments.” Here he found let- 
ters written to the count by well known wom- 
em high in Parisian society. The letters dis- 
closed that wealthy women contributed large- 
ly to the cost of maintaining the expensive 
and luxurious “bachelor’s club,” where 
Count Boni and his friends held high revel. 
One letter indicated that it had@ brought a 
check for $80,000 to be used in defraying ex- 
penses. 

The evidence secured by the American de- 
tective was conclusive enough to warrant the 
countess In applying to the courts for a di- 
vorce, She thereupon gave Count Boni the 
alternative of accepting a large sum of money 
with an uncontested divorce or a suit which 
would bring a scandal down around his ears. 


Boni Realizes Mistake.

SMOOT WANTS 200 WITNESSES. 


Utah Senator Ready to Put Up a Strong 
Fight Against Efforts to Un- 
seat Him. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Senator Reed 
Smoot of Utah proposes to call from 100 
to 200 witnesses to disprove the testimeny 
of the witnesses against him and the Mormon 
church unless the committee permits the 
filing of affidavits. 

Today's hearing closed the case for the 
protestants who are seeking to oust Mr. 
Smoot from his seat in the United States 
senate. 

The last witness was C. A. Smurthwaite 
of Ogden, who was recalled for cross ex- 
amination by A. 8S. Worthington, counsel for 
Senator Smoot. In his testimony yester- 
day Mr. Smurthwaite said that the Mormon 
church used its power to drive him out of 
the salt business. 

Today the witness, in reply to a question 
from Senator Knox, said that the Mormon 
church had followed up its threat to ruin 
him because he insisted upon continuing in 
the salt business. He said his company 
went on and made salt but its Mormon com- 
petitors reduced the price of crude salt from 
$8 to $2 aton. The witness said his com- 
pany had been compelled to pile up its pro- 
duction. The effect, he said, was to injure 
his credit and depreciate the value of the 
stock of the company. 

After explaining the tithing system of the 
Mormon church, Mr. Smurthwaite was asked 
if the tithes were invested in corporations.

“ Small Powers Afraid.¢ 

“ The small powers,”’ says the article, “ are 
afraid to meddle between Germany and 
France and England canno?t do anything that 


the letter of the Anglo-French agreement. 
Russia has too much to do at home, and 
Austria-Hungary is too much distracted. 

“There remains, then, only the United 
States. If the United Staces ise willing to 
undertake the policing of Morocco everybody 
will heil with joy her_readiness to assume 
an unpleasant reagonsibility for the sake 
of preserving the peace of the world, 


America Can Avert War. 

“ Nobody would attempt to dictate to the 
United States, yet everybody knows that the 
United States is impartial and by under- 
taking the policing would not entangle her- 
sélf in treaties, would not incur any danger, 
and would not impose upon herself any 
gratuitous expense. In return she would 
sweep away the danger of war between two 
great European nations—a war which, if it 
broke out, would in all probability spread and 
ultimately become world wide. 

“ We trust that for the sake of maintain- 
ing the world’s peace the United States will 
in this case willingly depart from its settled 
policy.”’ 

Sultan Replies to Delegates. 

ALGECIRAS, Spain, Feb. 9.—The Moroc- 
can delegates have received the reply of the 
sultan regarding the proposed regulations 
for the suppression of trade in contraband 
and arms. The sultan approves of the regu- 
lations except wherein they provide for the 
destruction of confiscated military weapons. 
He demands that serviceable armament shali 
be used for the equipment of Moroécan 
troops and that those useless for military 
purposes be sold abread, the proceeds going 
to the Moroccan treasury. The reply will 
be communicated to the conference tomor- 
row. 


NATAL HAS NATIVE UPRISING. 


Martial Law Is Declared After Attacks 
on Constabulary—Poll Tax Re- 
sented by Blacks. 


PIETERMARITZBURG, Natal, Feb. 9.— 
The collection of the poll tax from natives 
near Richmond hag led to trouble which it is 
feared will spread and possibly develop into 
an ugly native rising. Armed natives havé 
resisted the collection of the tax and have 
wounded with spears an inspector of police 
and a trooper. Fourteen mounted police 
who were proceeding to the scene have been 
attacked and six killed. Martial law has been 
declared. It is reported that the natives are 
determined to resist the collection of the poll 
tex.

Reds Fight Black Hundred. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Feb. 9.—The war be- 
tween the “ fighting organizations” of the 
revolutionists and the so-called “‘ black hun- 
dreds’ assumed a new phase tonight when 
a band of reds surrounded the Cabaret 
Schlusselberg Chaussee, on the bank of the 
Newsky river, above the city, and threw a 
bomb among an assembiage of workmen. 

The reds then opened fire on the panic 
strickeh inmates of the cabaret, killing two 
and seriously wounding eighteen, of which 
latter one died while being taken to the hos- 


pital. 

Military detachments, which are constantly 
patrolling the turbulent industrial suburbs, 
hurried to the scene of the disturbance, 
reinforced by dragoons and police from the 4 
city, and threw a cordon around the wholé 
district. 

Most of the revolutionists made off et the 
approach of the troops, but a few bolder 
spirits remained and offered a despitory re- 
sistance to the enciroling soldiers. 

Wholesale arrests were made, which were 
still continuing up to a late hour tonight. 


Building Is Demolished.

GERMANS ASSAIL PROF. BEHRING 


Medical Experts Criticise Pasteur In- 
stitute Man for Publishing Hy- 
pothetical Discoveries. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 


BERLIN, Feb. 9.—There is sharp criticism 
among eminent German medical men of Prof. 
Behring of the Pasteur institute, who yester- 
day lectured before the German agricultural 
council on the subject of combating tubercu- 
losis by production of hygienic milk. 

In the course of the lecture he referred to 
his discovery of tuberculosis serum for im- 
munizing human beings against consump- 
tion. It is the general feeling that he is guilty 
of a grave mistake and professtonal indis- 
cretion in speaking in publbic on the hypo- 
thetical developments of his discovery. 

Critics in nowise share his conclusions. 
One declares there is generai doubt regard- 
ing Prof. Behring’s theories, that his conclu- 
sions are not likely to be accepted by medical 
men in Germany or elsewhere, and that, 
those who have based hopeful expectations 
on his predictiona may be disillusioned. 

Another critic says the lecture has dimin- 
ished Prof. Behring’s reputation and that his 
premature haste for publicity is inconsistent 
with the approved methods of great scien- 
tists. 


NEW CHARGE AGAINST LEOPOLD. | — 


Belgian King Said to Have Had In- 
come of $15,000,000 in Ten Years 
from Congo State. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—The Standard «this 
morning draws attention tothe alleged reve- 
lations contained in a book On the Congo Free 
State, published at Paris and Brussels by 
the Belgian professor, Oattier, indicating 
that during the last decade King Leopold 
has drawn an amourt estimated at $15,000,- 
000 from the rubber trade in the Congo (Do- 
maine de la Couronne), there being no trace 
of this in the published accounts of the Congo 
administration. 

The newspaper in an <¢ditorial says: 

“If it can be verified that such an income 
was drawn while it has been represented 
that doubtful expedients were employed -in 
the Congo in order to avoid the carrying on of 
business at a loss, the conscience of Europe 
will be stirred to ite depths.”

Wilcox Suggests Arbitration. 

New York, Feb. 9.-—President David Will- 
cox of the Delaware and Hudson company to- 
day made public the text of the letter which 
he wrdte’to John Mitchell, president of the 
United Mineworkers of America, concern- 
ing @ sontesrpes. Lakveee the mineworkers 
and the opera to discuss the wage ques- 
tion. . In the course of his letter he suggests 
arbitration, saying: : 

“at the termination of the strike of 1902 
the anthracite strike commission found that 
the average hours actually worked per day 
did not exceed six for the miners and eight 
for the other employés, and the present con- 
ditions are substantially the same. Any sug- 
gestion of an eight hour day for the employés 
by the day does not, therefore, look to diminu- 
tion of actual hours of labor—asg they do not 
now average eight hours per day, but merely 
to a change of wages by increasing tie rate 
per hour so as to advance the wages about 
12.5. per cent above the standard fixed by the 
strike commission. This advance would 
amount approximately to 8 cents per ton of 
coal, or on the entire product about $4,800,000 
per annum, 


Quotes a Lot of Figures. 

“ All the existing relations between the em- 
ployers and the employés are the result of 
the past arbitration, and have been estab- 
lished by awards already made either by 
the strike commission, or by the conciliation 
board. This method has been fair to all 
parties and has been successful. The prac- 
tical result to the employés of existing con- 
ditions, so far as this company is concerned, 
may be illustrated by the facts during the 
year 1905, on a production of 5,500,528.12 tons. 
In December last the increase in wages by 
reason of the award of the commission was 
16.60 per cent for the miners, and 17.78 per 
cent for the employés by the day. 

“For the year the increase in labor cost 
was 30.72 cents per ton, or an aggregate 
of $1,720,207. It may be added that the 
total increase in. cost for 1905 over 1901, be- 
fore the strike, was 836.77 cents per ton, or 
$2,050,093, of which, as just said, labor re- 
ceived $1,720,297, while the total increase in 
price was 37.57 cents per ton, or in the ag- 
gregate $2,103,892, so that the increase in 
bare cost of production absorbed the entire 
increase in price savé $44,708, or about three- 
quarters of a cent per ton.”’ 

Mr. Wilcox closes his letter with the state- 
ment that whatever the miners have gained 
since 1002, they have secured from the con- 
ciliation board or by arbitration of the strike 
commission appointed by President Roose- 
velt. He suggests, therefore, that the pres- 
ent controversy be settled by an appeal to 
arbitration.)

A merger of the coal interests controlled 
by two large railway corporations was com- 


management the output of thirty-four mines 
in Illinois and Indiana, with a yield of 30, 000 
tons of soft coal daily. 

Announcement of the fact will be made 
this morning by Black Diamond, the official 
paper of the lllinois, Indiana, and Iowa coal 
operators’ associations. It will reveal cap- 
italists and officers closely identified with 
the Rock Island-Frisco group of railways at 
the head of the new combine. 

The companies to be thus controlled in- 
clude the Dering+Coal company, owning fit- 
teen mines in Indiana and Illinois; the Indli- 


nine mineg in Indiana; and the Brazil Block 
Coal company, operating six mines in the 
block district of Indiana. The warious Illinois 
mines are in Westville, Clinton, West Frank- 
fort, and tt. The Indiana mines em- 
braced aré at Burnett, Erhmandale, Farm- 
ersburg, Mildred, Willfred, Sullivan, Latta, 
Delcarbo, Hymera, and Brasil. 


New Officers to Be Chosen. 

Operation will be continued under the di- 
rection of the Dering company, which- will 
have new. officers and directors. 
Hammo formerly general manager of the 
Chicago and Eastern LDlinois railroad, and 
president of the coal company, probably will 
continue at the head, ané J. K. Dering, the 
present vice president, undoubtedly will be 
retained in that position. The directorate 
will include B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the 
board ef the Rock Isliand-Frisco systems; C. 
W. Hilliard of the Rock Island railroad; Rob- 
ert Mather, former chairman of the Rock Is- 
land board; A. F. Banks, Chicago; Carl 
Scholz, vice president of the Consolidated 
Indiana Qoal company; and James L. Wol- 
cott of Delaware. 

The merger is not so complete as to destroy 
the identities of any of the three consolidated 
companies.

So far ap the financial status of the three 
combined companies is concerned, no 
changes are contemplated. They will berun 
as separate operating companies, selling 
their product to the Dering company.

PAUL LAURENCE DUNBAR DEAD. 


Poet Laureate of Negro Race Expires in 


Native Ohio City—Gave Readings 
Before Queen Victoria. 


Dayton, O., Feb. 9.—[Special.]—Paul Lau- 
rence Dunbar, the poet laureate of the negro © 
race, died at his home, this city, today from 
@ complication of ailments that had their 
origin in lung troubles. Dunbar was 34 years 
old and a native of this city. 

He was a graduate of the district and high 
schools, and while a member of the latter 
gave evidence of a literary mind that sub- 
sequently developed and attained world wide 
reputation for him as a poet. ’ His dialect 
poems were read.by him béfore Queen Vic- 
toria and many of the crowned heads of

MAY GO TO GRAND JURY. 


More Analyses Prove Use of Adul- 
terants by .Manufacturers 
in Chicago. 


Chicago manufacturers of adulterated food 
products have planned a stubborn fight 
against the state food commission, It be- 
came known yesterday that proceedings 
against dealers in justice. courts would be 
opposed on the ground that no cases involy- 
ing jail penalties may be tried legally ex- 
cept in a court of record. The commission 
has prepared for such a contest and when 
necessary will take the cases before the 
grand jury. 

The commission has started forty cases 
against grocers and other dealers charged 
with selling {llegal vinegar, spices, preserves, 
and other adulterated food. Some first of 
these cases have been set for hearing next 
Wednesday. Im each case where provision 
has been made for imprisonment of the gulity 
party, the contention will be made that a jus- 
tice has no jurisdiction. 

The advantage of taking the cases before 
@ court of record after an indictment by 
the grand jury, ie all with the dealers or 
manufacturers, it is.explained. The food 
commission is not so well prepared as the 
defendants to cope with the’ unavoidable 
delays that are bound to ensue. 

Will Demand Maximum Fines. 

“T have heard that the point of nonjuris- 
diction in the justice courts will be raised by 
the manufacturers who, as may be supposed, 
are behind the dealers accused of selling {l- 
legal food,” said Assistant Food Conmmission- 
er Rudolph M. Patterson. “‘ The commission 
has provided for such a contingency. War- 
rants have been prepared and every dealer 
who opposes a trial by a justice will be ar- 
rested and bound over to the grand jury. 

“ The commission is opposed to trying cases 
in Circuit or County courts, because the pro- 

cess is so long, but if the dealers raise this 
onde no other course will be left us. All 
state's attorneys in the counties where the 
cases are to be tried have been instructed that 
fines are to be imposed to the limit and I have 
given inquiring dealers the same intorma- 
tion."

Omaha, Neb., Feb. 9.—f{Special.}]—There 
was a dramatic incident tcday in the trial 
of Pat Crowe on Ahe charge of kidnaping 
Eddie Cudahy, when: Edward Cudahy, the 
milli@naire packer, told the jury how he 
saved his boy by paying $25,000 in gold. 

*T took the money out theré,”’ said Mr. 
Cudahy, “ bécause my boy had beén kid- 
naped. He was mn the hands of criminals. 
They had alteady committed a great crime 
ini taking my boy from his .father. and 
mother. 

“TI took it there because they had threat- 
ened to put out my boy’s eyes; because they 
had threatenéd to cut off his ears; because 
I feared they would murder him. That is 
the reason why I gave the money up, gen- 
tlemen, and that Is the only reason. 

‘TT can state, gentlemen, that I have twice 
had death enter my house, but I never suf- 
fered greater anxiety and grief than I did 
during that time that my boy was taken 
frema me and until he was returned.” 

As he spake he leaned forward in-his chair 
and addressed himself directly to the jurors.

Plan Is to Furtiish Halls to Yates 
and to Cullom Repre- 
sentatives. 


Republican organization léaders are en- 
deavoring to arrive at an agreement on the 
senatorial contest which will enable them 
to g¢P out of any embarrassments which 
might be caused by the Cullom-Yates con- 
test when it reaches Chicago, which will be 
| within a few weeks. 

It has been proposed by a number of the 
ward managers, and by some who are un- 
friéndly to Yatés, but all of whom are in the 
Deneen combination, that both candidates 
shall be treated alike as far as outward pur- 
poses show. 

Such an agreement may be reached within 
the next; week, so that Yates, when he 
reaches Chicago in his speaking campaign, 
will be. received -as a republican candidate 
and recognized as such whether the ward 
organizations are for him or not; that halls 
and audiences will be furnished him and that 
his. petitions, if he decides to circulate them 
in Cook county, will be circulated through 
the ward organizations. 

If the Cullom campaign managers decide 
to put some one in the field to answer Yates 
the. same course will be followed there. The 
organization will furnish halls. and if the 
Cullom petitions are to be circulated in Chi- 
cago the ward organizations will take charge 
of them. 


May Not Have Oullom Petitions. 


It has not been decided finally by the Cul- 
lom managers that Cullom petitions shall be 
circulated in Cook county. The only advan- 
tage to be gained by it would be to give.a sur- 
face indication of great strength, as the num- 
ber of signers required by law for a place on 
the primary ballot was secured before the pa- 
pers had been handed out down the state two 
wéeks. It has been the Cullom plan to have 
a ‘“‘monster” petition, but the campaign 
managers have not ertirely decided that any 
large number of Chicago signatures shall be 
secured. 

In case the plan now being co.usidered by 
the lecd] organization is adopted it will give 
lenders the appearance of neu- 

trality in the contest and will enable them to 
appear as true believers in the primary law 

which is designed to allow a free publie ex- 
pression without the intervention of organ- 
izations. 

In some cases the appearance would be de- 
ceptive, but outwardly it would make a good 
show and would relieve the situation of many 
embarressments. If Yates fell down com- 
pletely on his Chicago canvass, as results re- 
vealed in the primaries, there would be no 
further talk of the position of the organiza- 
tion being for him. If he carried the majority 
of the popular vote of Chicago the organiza- 
tion would find it difficult not te be for him. 

“ The pian has been suggested and is being 
considered,’ said County Chairman James 
Reddick. ‘‘ Some ward. leaders who are not 
for Yates and for this scheme are willing 
10 provide halls for Mr. Yates if he desires it.

The measured system ie not in itself. an 
objectionable one. It meets the needs of 
small users. But when the company is al- 
lowed to fix the standard of measurement 
the grossest ¢xtortion can be practiced. The 
telephone has become one of the necessities 


of life and the charges must be regulated so 


that they shall be reasonable. The existing 
rates are unreasonably high, and those the 
company wishes to substitute for them are 
more so on the average. 

The simple and just offer for the company 
to make so far as rates are concerned would 
be to reduce those now charged all sub- 
scribers from 25 to 50 per cent. The public 
is entitled to such‘’a horizontal reduction 
all along the line. The company, instead of 
offering that, proposes to lower its rates a 
little for a few customers and to change its 
method of charging for service sothat others 
may be entrapped into paying more than 
they do now, The company says it is ready 
to spend $15,000,000 in extending and im- 
proving the service.. It would like to collect 
the money from telephone users through the 
machinery of higher rates. 

Thecompensation paid the manicipality is 
8 per cent of the gross receipts within the 
city limits as they were in 1889, The com- 
pany has refused to pay anything on account 
of Hyde Park, Lake, and Lake View busi- 
ness, although it should have done so under 
a fair interpretation of its ordinance. It 
says now that if granted an extension it will 
pay 3 per cent on all city business. That is 
langhable. If the offer were 10 per cent it 
should be rejected. The city should get 15 
or 20 per cent. | 

The company proposes to abolish all toll 
stations within the city limits subject to cer- 
tain conditions. It should have abolished 
them unconditionally of its own motion 
years ago.

. ‘MR. DALRYMPLE’S VIEWS. 

Mr. James Dalrymple exaggerates when 
he says of the Chicago street railways that 
“ the entire plant and rails are utterly worn 
out.”* If this were the case it would call 
for extradrdinary ability on the part of the 
traction companies, paying the compare- 
tively high wages they do, to make so good 
a showing as regards cost of operation. 
The Glasgow expert admits that “ our cost 
of operation is not any cheaper per car mile 
than the cost in Chicago.” Doubtless Mr. 
Dalrymple has vivid recollections of some 
of the cable lines he rode over, They are 
indeed in bad shape and ate pretty nearly 
worn out. Nevertheless, the shabby, unsat- 
isfactory cable cars are run at a higher rate 
of Speed than those opérated by the much 
praised Glasgow municipal system. The 
people of Chicago will not put up with cars 
that crawl. They want faster service than 
they have now. They do not want the slow 
Glasgow service, nor the clumsy double deck 
‘cars of that city. 

The strong point which Mr, Dairymple 
makes is that *“* enormous sums” will have 
to be spent. on the roads, if purchased by 


the elty, to bring them up to efficiency and 


that consequently the $75,000,000 it is pro- 
posed to spend “ will just be a starter.” 
That is a matter which the supporters of the 
ordinance for the issue of Mueller law cer- 
tificates for $75,000,000 réfused to consider. 
They have assumed that with the certifi- 
cates they could buy out the traction com- 
panies and have sought to evade the fact 
that if the lines could be got for $75,000,000 
in certificates it would be necessary to spend 
$30,000,000 or more in addition to recon- 
struct them, so that the public might be de- 
cently served. That money could not be 
procured with Mueller law certificates, 
which cannot be issued to provide funds for 
purposes of reconstruction. . There would 
be no way for the city to get the money. 
Then what is to be gained by ratifying the 
ordinance for the wholesalé issue of cer 
tificates? It will merely open the way for 
more litigation. 

Mr. Dalrymple had little to say on the sub- 
ject of municipal ownership in his interview, 
except that it worked wellin Glasgow. His 
opinion as to municipal ownership in Chi- 
cago and the United States generally was 
made public some time ago and apparently 
he has not changed it. He said shortly be- 
fore leaving for home: “I came to this 
country a believer in public ownership. 
What I have seen here, and I have studied 
the situation carefully, makes me realize 
that private ownership under proper condi- 
tions is far the best for the citizen of Amer- 
ican cities.” Presumably that is what he 
said in his suppressed report to Mayor 
Dunne. 


IMMUNITY FROM CONSUMPTION. 

. The world will await with profound in- 
terest the issue of experiments testing Prof. 
Behring’s theory as to the results that will 
be secured by the use of his tuberculosis 
remedy, “tuberculase.” 

~ Injected repeatedly under the skin of 
young cows for two or three weeks, “ tuber- 
culase,”’ its discoverer says, prevents tuber- 
culosis where it has not already developed 
and cures it where it has. The remedy 


- would have high commereial value if these 


were the orly effects it would produce, for 
the losses caused annually by the deaths of 
eattle from phthisis amount in every stock 
raising country, to a large sum. 

But Prof. Behring expects his discovery 
to have vastly more importagt consequences 
es of the live 
stock interests. He believes that children 
fed on milk from cows that have been made 
immune to tuberculosis through his treat- 
ment will themselves become immune to it. 
If his expectation should come true it would 
become possible to stamp out completely 
what is now the most moftal of diseases 
with all its baleful physical, economical, and 
social consequences. Experts believe this 
could be done with sanitary means already 
at hand, but obviously an effective preven- 
tive such as Prof. Behring expects “* tuber- 
culase”’ to prove would enable the task to 
be done mich more quickly, easily, and in- 
expensively. : 

Time and extéusive experience will be re- 
quired to determine whether the new remedy 
will do all that is expected of it. If it will, 
it is one of the most important discoveries 
in ‘the history of medicine. The fact that 
it is vouched for by the great scientist who 
discovered the diphtheria serum excites 


much hope. :

Lord Ninian, like his elder brother, the 
present marquis of ee ge talks the most fluent 
Welsh, and they are, I imagine, the only 
scions of the British nobility to 
knowledge of that most difficult o 
He is descended from a son of King Robert II. 
of Scotland, and among the former Lord 
Butes was the peer who was so execrated as 
the favorite of King George III.’s mother, the 
princess of Wales of the day, and who figures 
in history as the statesman mainly responsi- 
ble for the troubles between England and her 
American colonies which culminated in the 
war of independence and in the foundation 
of the United States. 

While Lord Bute always has been devoted 
to sports and resembles in personal appear- 
ance his mother, the dowager marchioness, 
who is by birth a Moward of Glossop, Lord 
Ninian in looks, in tastes, and in character 
takes after his father, the “ Lothair’’ of 
Lord Beaconsfield’s novel of that name.

When the late Lord Bute died, in accordance 
with his testamentary instructions, his heart 
was removed from his body and placed in a 
steel and silver casket and cenveyed to Pail- 
estine by his daughter, Lady Margaret 
Crichton-Stuart, for entombment on the 
Mount of Olives. With regard to the balance 
of hig remains he directed in his will that 
they should be cremated, a desire that created 
the utmost amazement on the part of those 
who were aware of his profound devotion to 
the Roman Catholic chureh and the latter's 
prohibition of this up to date mode of dis- 
posal of human corpses. 

Had his instructions been complied with 
and his bedy been cremated in the usual 
ultra-modern manner it would have been at 
that time difficult for the Roman Cathollo 
church to accord to him its customary funeral 
rites, which it may possibly be remembered 
were withheld in the case of Anton Seidl when 
he died in New York because he had insisted 
on his body being cremated after death. At 
the same. timie the family and executors felt 
that they were morally obliged to comply 
with the testamentary directions of the mar- 
quis. So by way of a compromise the cofia 
containihg his remainsa—minus the heart— 
was filled with quicklime, this being regarded 
as the nearest canonical short cut to the ful- 
fillment of his wishes.

One would almost be. tempted to believe 
that there is a sort of heredity in these 
strange tastes with regard to the disposal of 
remains after death, and the late Lord Bute’s 
insistence in having his heart extracted from 
his body and conveyed to Palestine for er- 
tombment at Jerusalem may be said to have 
had its counterpart in the directions given by 
his grandfather, the first marquis of Hast- 
ings and famous governor general of India. 
He died at Malta on the way home from Cal- 
quita, hig wife, Flora Campbell, countess of 
Loudoun in her own right, and to whom he 
was most tenderly devoted, being at the time 
in Scotland at Loudoun with their children. 
Finding that it was impossible that his re- 
mains should be conveyed home for burial he 
directed that his right hand should be cut off 
at the wrist and carried back to Scotland, 
that it might be placed in the grave where his 
wife would ultimately be entombed, 

Fourteen years afterwards, when his widow 
lay dying at Loudoun castle, her daughier, 
the late marchioness of Bute, sent a little note 
containing a key to the minister of the parish 
church. She requested him to go himseif to 
the vault in Loudoun church and fetch a small 
stéel box which he was asked to bring to her 
without delay, delivering it into her own 
hands. The minister in question was the late 
Rev. Dr. Norman MacLeod, for nearly halfa 
century Queen Victoria’s principal Scotch 
chaplain, spiritual adviser, and friend, but 
then a young man. He did Lady Bute’s bid- 
ding, carried the little box to the dying 
marchioness of Hastings, who kept it resting 
on her bed until she breathed her last a 
couple of days later. Thereupon this box, 
which contained her husband's severed right 
hand, was, according to her own directicn and 
to her lord's desire, inclosed in her coffin.

It is believed that somewhere in this coun- 
try, figuring possibly in some private collec- 
tion, is the missing heart of James Graham, 
marquis of Montrose. Hanged, drawn, and 
quartered at Edinburgh in 1650, owing to his 
loyalty to King Charles I., Lady Napier, to 
whom he was passionately devoted, caused 
the ‘thheadless, armless, and legless trunk to 
be dug up on the night after the execution, 
the heart to be removed therefrom, embalmed 
and inclosed in a little steel case made of the 
blade of her hero’s sword, and placed the 
case in a fine gold filigree box which had be- 
longed to her husband's kinsman, John Na- 
pier, the inventor of logarithms, 

Before she died she sent it to the eldest son 
of the marquis, who was living in exile in 
Holland. Regarded as the talisman of the 
Graham family, it went through the most ex- 
traordinary adventures, was stolen in Hol- 
land, then recovered in a curiosity shop in 
Paris, was taken out to India, stolen again, 
found in the possezsion of the rajah of Ma- 
dura, and finally disappeared from sight while 
on its way back to England at Boulogne at 
the time of the French revolution. The dukes 
of Montrose since then have made every effort 
to trace it, have offered a considerable sum 
of money for its recovery, and have not yet 
abandoned all hope of finding it, the impres- 
gion existing that it is somewhere in this 
country, stiN inclosed in its steel casket, 
though possibly the Napier filigree box of 
gold and the exquisitely chased silver casket 
in which the rajah of Madura had incased it 
have disappeared.

The duke of Montrose’s eldest gon, by the 
bye—namely: the marquis of Graham—has 
become engaged during the last week to Lady 
Mary Douglas Hamilton, only daughier and 
heiress of the late duke of Mamilton, a young 
girl of whom I gave a description just before 
Christmas in these letters on the occasion of 
her attaining her twenty-first birthday and 
entering into possession of her immense prop- 
erty, which includes the entire island of 
Arran. Lord Graham is exceedingly good 
looking, and a remarkable young fellow, who

HE new year has given us no more in- 
teresting book than “ WITH WALT 
WHITMAN IN CAMDEN,” by Horace 
Traubel, the advance sheets of which 
lie before me through the courtesy of 

the publishers, Messrs. Small, Maynard & 
Co. of Boston. Every one who knows about 
Whitman in his later years knows the name 
of Horace Traubel. Whitman lived in Cam- 
den, Traubel in Philadelphia, with only a 
narrow river separating them. It is easier 
for a Philadelphian to run over to Camden 
than it is for a New Yorker to run over to 
Brooklyn; but Philadelphians as a rule care 
no more for crossing the river te Camden 
than New Yorkers care to cross the river to 
Brooklyn. Mr. Traubel, however, was not 
one of those who dreaded this little journey 
to the home of a great man. 

Mr. Traubel was Whitman’s Boswell. He 
sat at his feet and took notes. Whitman 
was fond of the young man ané@ talked 
to him freely. The result is given in this 
volume. Certain chapters of the book were 
printed In the Century magazine, but the 
most of it is new and every page of it inter- 
esting-that is, interesting to all who found 
Whitman interesting.

I will pick out Bi from this book 


at random. It is not consecutive as tostory, 
and it covers only comparatively few monthe 
-~March 28 to July 14, 1888. 

Here is a passage showing how the tramp’s 
gift got into his veins: 

I feel so good again today, W. assures me, that 
I no lénger envy the tramp. I think that dusty 
cuss did me lots of good; he left me temporarily 
in a quarrelsome mood; I hated the room here, and 
my lame leg, and my dizsy head; I got hungry for 
the sun again, for the hills; and theugh Mary 
hrought me up a good supper she didn’t bring the 
sort of food required to satisfy: a fellow with my 
appetite. She didn’t bring the sun and the stars 
and offer them te me on a plate; she brought muf- 
fins, @ little jelly, a cup of tea; and I could have 
cried from disappointment. But later, next day, 
yesterday,.the tramp’s gift got into my veins—it 
was a slow process, but got there; and that has 
‘made me happy. I thought he had taken qerything 
he had brought away with him again; but I was 
mistaken. He shook some of his dust off on me; 
that dust has taken effect. 


Writing of Matthew Arnold Whitman says: 

Arnold has been writing new things about the 
United States. Arnold could know nothing about 
the states—essentially nothing; the real things here 
-—the real dangers as well as the real promises—a 
man of his sort would always miss. Arnold knows 
nothing of elements—nothing of things as they 
start. I know he is a significant figure—I do not 
propose to wipe him out. He came in at the rear 
of a procession 2,000 years old—the great army of 
critics, parlor aposties, worshipers of hangings, 
laces, and eo forth, and so forth—they never have 
anything properly at first hand. Naturally I have 
little inclination thelr way. But take Emerson, 
now—Emerson; some ways rather of thin blood— 
yet a man who with all his culture and refinement, 
superficial and intrinsic, was elemental! and a born 
democrat. Mr. Traubel putin: ‘I think Bmer- 
son was born to be but never quite succeeded in 
being a democrat."”” Whitman was still for an 
instant. Then: ‘“ I guess the amendment isa just 
one-—I guess so, I guess so. But | hate to allow 
anything that qualifies Emerscon.’’

But when 
it is recalled what was said of Beethoven 
when hé wrote some of his master works, of 
Chopin when his plano compositions first 
appeared, of Liszt when his transcriptions 
and rhapsodies were new to the public, of 
Wagner when he came forward with his 
music dfamas, and of what we ourselves have 
spoken and written about Richard Strauss 
and his tone poems, it is a little unwise, not 
to say unsafe, for any one to declare off- 
hand that music which sounds strange to us 
is worthless or useless. D’Indy and his col- 
league in France are writing along musi 
lines which are new and strange. The results 
of their experimenting impresses as fearfully 
harsh, often incoherent, and not infrequently 
as hideously ugly. But the experiment is be- 
ing le, and we would show ourselves both 
narrow and foolish were we to refuse to give 
them réspectful hearing and be unready to 
endeavor to discover what they have discov- 
ered, and whether their discoveries were 
worth while.

FACULTY SENATE ACTS ON PRO- 
POSED FOOTBALL REFORM. 


Votes for Suspeusion of Game for Two 
Years Uniess the Recommendations 
Made by t Chicago Conference 
Can Be ed Upon—-World Mod- 
ify Two Suggestions, Playing Six 
Games and Ending the Season One 
Week .Betore Thanksgiving. 


Iowa City, Ia., Feb. 9. | Special. ith Uni- 
‘versity of Iowa faculty senate voted tonight 
to abolish football for the.period of two years 
unless certain drastic’ reform@ are inaug-, 
» uFated by the “ big nine “ conference. These 
reforms chiefly are those recommended by 
the recent conference at Chicago, but the. 
Iowa professors voted for some modifica- 
tions in the suggested rules. 

The Hawkeye senate made two substantial 
changes, recommending Umiting the season 
to si: Sere instead of five. and favoring 
closing the season onthe first and not the 
secon turday beforé Thanksgiving. 
Otherwise sit. voted in favor of the confer- 
ence #ug ons aside frém verbal charges. 

The Ilo faculty was nearly unanimous 
on most propositions, but considerable differ- 
efice of opinion was manifested before the 
;senate finally carried four propositions. 
iTbése were the limitation of intercollegiate 
tathletic work to undergraduates, cutting the 
‘season 'to #ix. games, abolition of the train- 
ing table, dnd ending the season on the Sat- 
prday before Thanksgiving. An extended 
season with seven games was favored largely 

The senate voted for other important niodi- 
fications in’ the present rules in harmony 
with the conference suggestions, as follows; 

bolition of the preliminary training season, 
ng coaching except by regular members of 

instructional staff, greater strictness in 
issuing certificates of eligibility,.abolition of 
intercollegiate. games by freshmen teams and 
sécond events, no student to engage in 
intercollegiate athletics for more than three 
years in the aggregate, no student to par- 
ticipate in intercollegiate athletics until he 
has been in residence one year, receipts and, 
expenses to, be reduced, athletic finances to 
be controlled by the faculty, and that the 
conference should rescind the rule which’ 
makes no account_of the firat three games 
played in‘a university by any athiete.

Regulation Covering Many Points 
to Be Presented to Congress 
Next Week. 


[BY HENRY TEN BYCK WHITE.) 
Matters were so adjusied -be'ween the 
grand circuit trotting (racks a:d the Amer- 
ican and National Trotting associations at 
the rules committee meeting yesterday that 
when the conference adjourned all parties 
were salisfied. 


will be presented at the congress of tre Na- 
tiona] association, to be held in New York 
City next Wednesday, a rule which provides 
as fcllows: 

Any-circult of five or giore ‘wedee belonging to 
either the American. or National association may, 
after incorporation, have the’authority to appoint 
racing stewards, who shall have full power over 
the racing at the tracks of the circuit. The names 
of these stewards shall be submitted to the pres- 
‘dents of the American and National associations, 
and if the nomination$S are agreed to by both the 
parent associations they will constitute a gov- 
erning body .for the circult by which they are 
named, acting jointly for the tracks and the parent 
associations, and their decisions shall be binding 
until the clogs of racing oh the circuit for which 
they act. 

This solution of the matter fg as outlined 
yesterday. No official announcement of the 
action taken was madé, and it was agreed by 
all parties that no copy of the rule ait is 
to be laid before the congress next week 
should bé given out, but the facts are as 
stated. 


- Must Observe Rules in Time Trials. 

Another important matter of which the 
conference took notice is the making of time 
records by trotters and pacers. At present 
the rules governing trials against the watch 
are mot observed in spirit by some of the 
tracks where ‘trials are made. A new rule 
was formulated which provides, among other 
things, that not only must the meetings at 
which time trials take place be in every re- 
spect bona fide, but also that the events 
aside from the time trials making up each 
day’s program must be real contests in which 
every horse tries all the time. Instances 
have been known where, in races of this 
vharacter, horses wiih records better than 
2:15 have been allowed to stroll around the 
track in about 2:30 and the performance put 
on the books asarealrace. Observing mere- 
ly the letter of the rules will not hereafter 
be sufficient. 

A stop also is to be put to the practice of
